4. AMBASSADOR BELOVSKI CAME IN TO SEE VEST TODAY TO 
DISCUSS PERSONALLY A PROBLEM WHICH HE FEARED COULD HAVE 
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A NEGITIVE IMPACT ON OUR RECENTLY IMPROVED RELATIONS, 
NAMELY, THE SPATE OF PRESS STORIES ON JOVANKA. EM- 
PHASIZING THAT HE WAS RAISING THIS ISSUE UNOFFICIALLY 
AND MERELY TO OBTAIN VEST'S IDEAS ON HOW THIS PROBLEM 
COULD BE RESOLVED, BELOVSKI NOTED THAT THE SPECULATION 
ABOUT JOVANKA COULD LEAD TO NEW DOUBTS ABOUT YUGOSLAVIA'S 
FUTURE JUST WHEN WE HAD SUCCEEDED IN CREATING A VERY
